With its upscale fixtures, art-deco design and spec- 
tacular view of the city from atop the Hancock 
Building, the women’s restroom at the Signature 
Room at the 95th looks less like a rest station 
and more like an exclusive, ladies-only nightclub. 
It doesn’t help that so many of the restaurant’s 
patrons treat it like a red-roped hot spot. 

“'You wouldn’t believe how many women end 
up taking a drink in there and hang out or try to 
have their own photo shoot,” said Gail Banaszak, 
a marketing manager for Signature Room at the 
95th. “Some people come in and say, ‘No, we don’t 
have reservations, we just came here to see the 
bathroom.’ ” 

But the Signature Room, which recently placed 
fourth in Cincinnati-based restroom supply com- 
pany Cintas’ annual America’s Best Restroom 
competition, is just one of Chicago’s destination 
restrooms— spaces in hotels, restaurants, bars or 
public places notable for being uber-clean, stylish, 
artistic or audaciously fun. These are the johns that 
draw curious visitors as well as those who simply 


hear nature calling. 

‘At some places, restrooms can absolutely be 
destinations. I think we’ve seen in our six years of 
doing this competition that it can really draw peo- 
ple,” said Joel Rubin, a spokesperson for Cintas. 

For those who like a touch of class in their lava- 
tories, there are plenty of Chicago options. For 
example, the five-star Drake Hotel’s Palm Court 
Lounge ladies’ room downtown features hang- 
ing chandeliers and private powder rooms. The 
upscale Gold Coast restaurant Tru boasts unique 
waterfall-action sinks. 

For those seeking low-key dives and hidden 
nooks, Chicago’s quirky restroom treasures include 
the men’s room in hard rockin’ burger bar Kuma’s 
Corner in Logan Square. The space has World War 
Il-era tattoo designs covering the walls— and the 
ladies’ room features paintings of classic pinup 
girls from the 1930s and ’40s. 

‘A lot of people that know exactly what they’re 
looking at are in awe that we have this stuff,” said 
Frank Debose, Kuma’s general manager. 

“In a lot of places, men’s restrooms in bars have 
graffiti on the walls, but people treat this one with 


respect.” 

While it may sound silly to care so much about 
having a cool place to go to the restroom, restau- 
rant and bar owners underestimate the power 
of the restroom at their own peril, according to 
experts like Tim Zagat, CEO and co-founder of 
the Zagat Survey of restaurants. 

‘A truly great bathroom is a treat, like an amuse- 
bouche,” he said, referring to the small appetizers 
sometimes served at restaurants. ‘An exceptional 
‘designer’ bathroom can affect the overall image of 
a place. On the contrary; a bad bathroom can be a 
quick turnoff” 

A quirky restroom can be a big hit as well. 

At the Ukrainian Village’s chicken-oriented Feed, 
dozens of Polaroids cover the walls of people who 
have won the restaurant’s coveted prize— a golden 
egg from the spot’s chicken-themed toy dispenser. 
Customers who get the golden egg eat for free. 

And then there are the slightly more scandalous 
loos. West Loop spot Sushi Pink’s ladies room has a 
tinted one-way mirror that lets the restroom-goer 
peer out into the restaurant while, well, they’re

“Some of the customers are freaked out by 
it, but when they realize people can’t see in, 
they say it’s really cool,” head chef Michael 
Chan said. 

Wander downstairs at festive South 
American restaurant Carnivale in the West 
Loop and you’ll find garishly bright corridors 
and dozens of framed photographs of topless 
or semi-nude celebrities and models. 

“We’re definitely going for edgy, off the wall 
... it’s definitely not a normal bathroom,” said 
Carnivale assistant general manager Chad 
Wunderlich. “It’s amazing, because you can 
overhear people in the restaurant saying, ‘Man, 
you have to go check out the bathrooms!’ ” 

Peter Olfe, president and co-founder of the 
restroom-monitoring Web site mizpee.com, 
echoed Zagat’s sentiment that a restroom can 
make the difference between a great night out 
and a real stinker. 

The mobile-accessible mizpee.com directs 
users to the nearest public restroom based 
on where they are and rates the quality and 


cleanliness of each facility The site recently 
released results of a “Flush of the Tear” com- 
petition that named the Field Museum the 
best public restroom in Chicago based on 
online voting. 

“Sometimes you don’ t know how important 
a bathroom is until you’ve had a bad experi- 
ence, and you’re like ‘Oh, my God, I need to 
find a good bathroom,” Olfe said. 

Olfe believes that restroom quality is even 
more important for women. 

Jo Wagner, 28, of Lincoln Park says it 
is to her. ‘A bad bathroom to me can be a 
deal-breaker for me because it’s like looking 
through a window into the rest of the res- 
taurant,” Wagner said. “I think women have 
higher standards than men in this case. We 
definitely like to have a nice stall.” 

Eric Stills, 31, of Lakeview said he doesn’t 
mind using a restroom that falls short of the 
gold standard. “Unless it’s almost literally a 
toxic hazard, I’d do it,” Stills said.

Meet the attendant 


It’s late on a Monday night in the back of 
River North club Angels & Kings, and a 
bleary-eyed man wearing a derby hat is 
asking Larry Williams, 49, a series of barely 
coherent questions. Williams responds by 
putting on his best smile and saying, reas- 
suringly, ‘All right sir, no problem.” 

It’s just another night for Williams, who 
calls his job as restroom attendant “the 
best job I’ve ever had” despite the fact that 
it often means acting as crowd control or 
a customer service representative for the 
club. 

Williams sits on a stool near the men’s 
restroom and hands out towels and 
assorted candies to restroom patrons in 
exchange for small tips. (Williams says he 
is not on the club’s payroll but averages 
$100 a night from tips.) His job is also to 
act as a kind of public relations person for 
the club, making sure nothing shady goes 


on when he’s around. 

“It’s certainly a multi-tasking job,” 
Angels and Kings general manager Ryan 
Hicks said. “It also involves crowd control, 
you know, watching people at the back 
door and just keeping a friendly atmo- 
sphere here. He engages people in conver- 
sations and keeps them in good moods.” 

Things can get a little out of hand near 
the restrooms, especially since there is 
only one stall and one urinal in the place 
and lines can form. 

“People can be belligerent, but I tell 
myself it’s because of the alcohol,” said 
Williams, who was homeless for more 
than a decade before befriending Hicks 
and several of his friends, one of whom 
gave him a job two years ago as a restroom 
attendant at Elm Street Liquors. 

“The best thing to do is be calm, smile 
and be pleasant.” ryan smith

The scene: When Zephyr Cafe 
closed in 2006 after three decades 
in Ravenswood, the neighborhood 
mourned the 
loss of an old 
friend— one 
who was 
always 
there with 
a gargantuan 
sundae or a 
greasy break- 
fast dish when 
you needed it. 

But it turns 

out all was not lost. Rosemary Lucas, a 
former Zephyr manager, opened Tiztal 
Cafe with business partner Teresa 
Zepeda in May, and she brought a few 
Zephyr favorites with her— notably 
the Belgian Beauty, a waffle smothered 
in ice cream, whipped cream and hot 
caramel ($6.99). The neighborhood 
clearly approves: Last weekend, Tiztal 
went to a 24-hour schedule on week- 
ends (8 a.m. Friday- 8 p.m. Sunday). 


Lucas imported what she learned 
about customer service at Zephyr 
too. Tiztal embraces the best diner 
traditions (we’ve rarely had faster, 
hotter coffee service) and ditches 
the worst (no brusque servers here— 
everyone’s sweet as pie). It’s no won- 
der the cozy, one-room cafe gets even 
cozier at peak brunch hours, when 
folks crowd the tiny entrance to wait 
for a table. 

The cuisine: Tiztal makes us want 
to go on a liquid diet— and we mean 
that in the best possible way Zepeda, 
who ran a juice bar for 14 years, is in 
charge of the hand-squeezed juices 
($3.25-$4.5o) and smoothies ($4.75). 
The made-to-order concoctions, 
doled out in tall soda fountain glasses, 
are terriflc on their own, or you can 
BYOB and mix a brunch cocktail at 
your table. 

The rest of the menu sticks to 
classics, offering solid versions of 
nearly everything you’d expect from 
a breakfast-focused joint: Omelets, 
scrambles, Mexican egg dishes, eggs 



Benedict, waffles and the usual sides. 
Pancakes and French toast are nota- 
bly absent, but that’s not because the 
kitchen won’t whip them up if you ask. 
It’s because they know what’s best for 
you— and that would be the waffles. 

Tiztal’s waffles are made from the 
same batter as Zephyr’s, and you can 
order them plain ($4.99), pecan ($5.59) 
or fruit- topped ($8.29 for any combo 


of available fruit) and add whipped 
cream (75 cents) or ice cream ($1.79) to 
sweeten the deal. Ours arrived with a 
little surprise on the side: fresh straw- 
berry crema, a secret weapon that just 
might put the maple syrup industry 
out of business if word gets out.

The basics: If you choose The Whistler for 
your first date, you’re in for a few surprises. 
First, if you’re not careful, you’ll prob- 
ably walk right by it. Don’t expect the 
de rigueur neon sign; instead, be on the 
lookout for an understated storefront with 
the name printed neatly on the glass door. 
Inside, you might call the decor no-non- 
sense chic, with a series of industrial light 
fixtures and solid wood tables and chairs. A 
beautiful walnut bar lines an exposed brick 
wall, showcasing a candlelit selection of 
spirits. Seating is somewhat limited in this 
intimate space, but if you plan your date on 
a quiet weeknight, you’ll have your choice 
of seating on a small platform that doubles 
as a stage for live music on most weekend 
nights. 

Noise level: The Whistler can either be 
really quiet or really noisy, depending on the 
night. Co-owner Billy Helmkamp suggests 
couples visit Sunday through Wednesday 
for a conversation-friendly date setting. The 
exception would be alternating Tuesdays, 
when the club features regular punk nights, 
aptly titled Screams From the Gutter. Could 
be fun ... depending on what you’re into. 



What to order: The drink menu ranges 
from $2 cans of PBRto $8 sophisticated 
signature cocktails. Head bartender Paul 
McGee once crafted cocktails for Wolfgang 
Puck’s restaurant group, so you’re in good 
hands here. Impress your date by ordering 
the Sazerac ($8), known by some as the first 
American cocktail. Although it won’t be 
found on the menu, regulars know to ask 
for this simple concoction of Old Overholt 
Rye, Peychaud’s bitters and simple syrup, 
garnished with a twist of lemon. Or, for 
an interesting slant on an old favorite, 
try the Rosemary Collins ($8), made with 
Hendrick’s Gin, lemon and fresh rosemary 
Though you’ll be tempted to try several 
sippers, don’t lose sight of the fact that 
there are no munchies on the menu here. 
Plan to have dinner in the area, or you’ll be 
carrying your date home— and not in the 
good way!

The Whistler doubles as a record label for 
indie artists.

Continuing the story of “Casino Royale,” James Bond (Daniel Craig) 
seeks revenge for the death of the beloved woman (Eva Green) 
who betrayed him. He teams with a mysterious Bolivian gal (Olga 
Kurylenko) and eyes an environmentally conscious businessman 
(Mathieu Almaric) who may have his own interests in water and/or 
oil. Bond also needs to dodge the British government and CIA peo- 
ple who are after him and report to M (Judi Dench), who fears the 
spy may be bringing too many personal issues to work. 

The buzz: “Casino” asserted Craig as the new, badass Bond who 
could wipe the floor with Pierce Brosnan’s version. Well see if 
“Quantum” can maintain the franchise’s high-stakes action while 
confronting real-world issues like dwindling resources. And featur- 
ing the first Bond girl who doesn’t sleep with the leading man! 

The verdict: Nothing like a tough, physical action flick to knock you 
around and drop your jaw Though it dials down the sexiness quotient, 
“Quantum” boasts plenty of killer sequences to distract from the lack 
of anything fresh— as the movie takes too long to establish its diaboli- 
cal plan and focus its villain.

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Brewers rolling 
out fresh fall suds 

MCT 

Early this year, brewers and beer drinkers fretted about a world- 
wide shortage of hops, a key ingredient in beer. 

Prices went up $i per six-pack— and higher. Brewers 
talked of experimenting with alternative flavoring products. 
Some wondered if they would need to eliminate hoppy beers 
altogether. 

But now, shelves are filled with aggressive fall seasonals— ales 
and marzens and pilsners boasting impressive hoppiness. 

What happened? Community 

Craft brewers are trading hops, letting smaller brewers 
piggyback on large hops contracts and, sometimes, just helping 
a fellow brewer out. 

“It’s a pretty small industry and just about everybody out there 
knows each other,” said Brian Dunn, owner of Denver’s Great 
Divide Brewing Co. and maker of Fresh Hop Pale Ale, one of the 
fall’s hottest brews. ‘A. lot of people were put in a jam.” 

Hops are pinecone-shaped flowers that give beer their 
flavor and bitterness. They are especially prominent in robust 
beers, such as IPAs and porters. But a drought in Australia 
and excessive rains in Europe dramatically thinned worldwide 
supply 

The shortage left brewers scrambling. One of the industry’s 
biggest craft brewers, Samuel Adams, set the helpful tone this 
spring by releasing 20,000 pounds of hops in a sharing program 
for those small brewers.

Despite hefty price, ^Sopranos* box set still delivers 


More than a year has passed since “The 
Sopranos” bid its rather abrupt adieu to TV, 
cutting to black and prompting one of the 
most heated reactions to a series finale in 
TV history The absence of Tony, Carmela 
and the “Sopranos” crew has been felt 
profoundly by fans, critics and, undoubt- 
edly, HBO, which still hasn’t found a series 
that strikes a Zeitgeist chord the way David 
Chase’s mafia saga did. 

But the Emmy-winning drama came 


back in a really big— really, 
really big— way with the Tuesday 
release of “The Sopranos: The 
Complete Series,” a mega-box 
set that contains 33 discs, includ- 
ing all six, previously released 
seasons of the show, tucked into 
a gorgeous, bound book encased 
in a jet black linen box. 

With a $400 price tag, this DVD set 
may cost more than most people’s wed- 


ding albums. To be clear, 
that’s just the list price. 

Several major retailers of both 
the bricks-and-mortar and 
online variety are selling “The 
Sopranos” for around $300 or 
less, which is undeniably pric- 
ey, but at least a little cheaper. 
Still, with the economy 
dipping to new lows, it’s natural to ask 
whether it makes sense to drop that much 


cash for a dose of Paulie Walnuts, even 
one that does come shrouded in linen. 

If you’re a serious “Sopranos” fan who 
doesn’t own any of the seasons on DVD, I 
say go for it. The seven box sets (season six 
was released in two parts) contain every 
smartly written, profanity-peppered hour 
of “The Sopranos,” as well as a sprinkling 
of previously released extras: featurettes, 
audio commentaries or both.

The most expensive piece of clothing sold 
by the Walt Disney Co. six years ago was a 
$75 sweatshirt embossed with a mug shot of 
Mickey Mouse. By Magic Kingdom decree, 
home furnishings were required to exhibit at 
least one Disney character, leading to chil- 
dren’s play rugs ($65, in Pluto) and nightlights 
($9.95, in Winnie the Pooh). 

Disney still peddles all those things. But 
now the company also sells $3,900 designer 
wedding gowns — no characters in sight— and 
women’s cashmere sweaters “inspired by 
Tinker Bell.” Interior design offerings include 
$2,800 leather club chairs and $6,000 chan- 
deliers patterned after the Art Deco decor in 
Walt Disney’s office. One of the company’s 
new products: couture soap. 

Welcome to Disney, the “lifestyle brand.” 

Shoppers may be surprised to learn that 
these pricey and Mickey-free products are 
from the same company that foisted “Hannah 
Montana” on the world and turned singing 
Chihuahuas into a cultural touchstone. While 
some of the items have recognizable charac- 
ters on them, others contain only winks and 
nods to the company’s animated movies and 
theme park rides. And sometimes the only 
hint of Disney’s involvement is on the label. 

Lindsay Bern, a makeup artist for Smashbox 
Cosmetics, was so delighted with a lavender 
and silver tote bag she received as a gift from 
a friend that she started using it immediately 
Then, while on an airplane, a flight attendant 
commented on her ‘Alice in Wonderland” bag. 
“I thought she was crazy until I started looking 
at it more closely and, sure enough, there was a 
subtle Alice hiding in the design,” Bern said. 

The Disney brand, of course, is one of

the most powerful in the world. It connotes 
quality and creativity, but also carries a strong 
whiff of mass culture— which often turns the 
noses of fashionistas skyward. It is difficult 
for many upscale customers and boutiques to 
take Disney seriously Of her bag, Bern said, 
“I’ll admit it: I liked it better when I didn’t 
know it was from Disney” 

But Disney has been working hard to 
improve its image. Andy Mooney, chairman 
of Disney Consumer Products, thought that 
a smattering of designer clothes featuring 
Disney characters in fresh ways would gain 
the attention of fashion-forward shoppers. 
The goal was to stretch the brand a bit while 
adding buzz. 

Now Mooney is going further, asking peo- 
ple to think of Disney as a brand of luxury 
clothing, expensive home furnishings and 
hip jewelry 

Lest anyone be confused, the company has 
created labels to differentiate the new mer- 
chandise from what it sells at Disney Stores 
and theme parks. The “upscale, high-glam” 
Disney Couture is primarily for women, 
while guys have BI0C28, a name that refers 
to Mickey Mouse’s debut in 1928. The labels, 
featured in fashion magazines like Vogue and 
worn by celebrities like Rihanna, are sold only 
in boutiques and in department stores like 
Bloomingdale’s and Neiman Marcus.

It’s time we lay our cards on the Thanksgiving table: Many of us 
aren’t exactly in love with cranberries. 

Every year Americans pass platters of turkey bowls of veg- 
etables and boats of gravy while gelatinous cylinders of sauce sit 
untouched. 

Sometimes, in a gesture to the beleaguered cook, a brave few 
plop some homemade chutney onto plates mounded with mashed 
potatoes and stuffing. Then, as with turkey-shaped oven mitts, all 
traces of the fruit disappear until next year. 

Tes, cranberries are the neglected stepchild of the season. 

But if guests at the holiday table knew what went into growing 
the perfect scarlet berry, and if cooks understood the challenges 
of working with a fruit so sour it makes your jaw sing, the humble 
cranberry might just be looked upon as the noble autumnal fruit it 
is, right up there with quince, pomegranate and persimmon. 

Considered one of three commercially important fruits native to 
North America and unknown to European settlers (the others are 
blueberries and Concord grapes), cranberries were used by Native 
Americans as food, dye and medicine long before they were co- 
opted by Thanksgiving advocates. 

“No one knows for sure what the Pilgrims ate at that first meal,” 
said Roseann DeGrenier, who owns the Willows Cranberries 
farms in Wareham, Mass., and in Plymouth, Mass., as she walked 
along one of her bogs. “But cranberries were definitely all around 
them.”

“That whole mountain over there went up at 
once.

Residents waited anxiously for word of their 
homes after fleeing with just a few minutes’ 
notice. One 91-year-old man said he left with just 
his glasses and his wallet. 

Actor Rob Lowe said he fled with his children as 
fire engulfed the mountain and flames shot 200 feet 
in the air. The family stopped to check on neighbors 
and found them trapped behind their automatic car 
gate, which was stuck because the power was out. 
Lowe said he helped open the gate. 

“Embers were falling. Wind was 70 miles an 
hour, easily, and it was just like Armageddon,” 
Lowe told KABC-TV “Tbu couldn’t hear yourself 
think.” Lowe said his house hadn’t burned.
